The thrills of war news from over 
the Be as has for the time dimmed the 
eyes of Ohioans against a sad actua­ 
tion within her own borders.

After the Pope’s Death. 
For the three days following the in­ 
terment of the pontiff the cardinals 
meet in the hall of the consistory and 
receive the condolences of the ambas­ 
sadors of the various governments 
which have representatives at Rome. 
This official ceremony at an end pre 
parations are made to elect a new 
pope and the meeting of the cardinals, 
officially known as a conclave, is call­ 
ed. 
The word conclave Is especially 
fitting to designate the meeting. 
It 
comes from the word da vis. meaning 
key, and at the meeting the cardinals 
are actually under lock and key. This 
custom of locking up the cardinals un­ 
til a choice Is made can he traced back 
to the thirteenth century.

Although a week's work 
has 
al­ 
ready been done on the site on Gar­ 
field avenue of the proposed new high 
school building, the task seems scarce­ 
ly to have been well begun, so large 
is the excavation to be made, and

Sentinels are also stationed in

Bee that there is no communication 
Except to announce that a new pope 
has been chosen this door may be 
opened only in the event of the sick 
ness of one of the cardinals. 
Within the palace the cardinals spend 
the night in silence and prayer and 
meditation preparatory 
to the real 
business of the election the next day. 


Methods of Election. 
There are three ways in which a 
new pontiff may be elected without 
balloting bv acclamation, inspiration 
and adoration. 
Gregory 
VII. 
was 
elected by acclamation, but cases in 
which a pontiff has been chosen other 
than by balloting have been rare. 
The balloting is secret, and the bal­ 
lots which are used are elaborate af­ 
fairs. They are three part ballots. On 
one fold are the name of the cardinal, 
his title and his seals. On another fold 
is a number, and under this each car 
dinnl places a motto, known only to 
himself, In order to identify his ballot 
after it is voted. 
Then he says aloud the electoral 
oath: 
I bear witness. Chriat the Lord, who 
will Judge me. that I chose him whom 1 
Judge before Clod should be chosen, and 
I will do the sam e on the accession. 
With 
these words each cardinal 
drops his ballot in the chalice, salute« 
the cross and returns to his place. 
Two-thirds Vote Needed. 
It take« a two-thirds majority to 
elect aay one. and generally no one is 
eligible but a member of the college 
of cardinals. 
This is laid down by 
custom rather than by law, however. 
If no one hhs the necehaary ma 
iority the voting must bo continued 
If a cardinal wishes to change Mb 
first vote he writes on his second bal­ 
lot, “Accedo Rev. D. meo ego Card. 
If he wishes to stand by his first 
choice ho writes on his second ballot, 
“Nemlni,” meaning nobody. 
No car 
dlnal may vote for himself, and if It 
were found that one had been elected 
who had voted for himself, no matter 
how great a majority he might have, 
his election would be void. 
Some one having received the neces­ 
sary votes, the dean of the cardinals 
goes to the pope elect arid says: 
“Do you accept the election canon­ 
ically made to the supreme pontlfl 
cate?” 
Upon the pope elect signifying that 
he does, his cardinal’s robes are taken 
off and a papal gown placed on him; 
then he takes his seat in a great chair 


before the attar, and the chamberlain 
places the fisherman’s ring on his fin- 
g#r. 
The cardinals then make ttieilr 
first obeisance to the new pope, klafi- 
ing his foot and hand and accepting 
from him the “kiss of peace.” 
He 
announces the name by which he 
wishes to be known.

The sacred college, which will choose 
a successor to Pope P it» , consists of 
sixty-five cardinals, of whom thirty- 
three are Italians and thirty-two of 
other nations. 
Normally the college 
consists of seventy cardinals, but there 
Were five vacancies at the time Pope 
Plus died. 
Cardinal Gibbons of Baltimore is the 
senior American member of the sacred 
college In point of service. 
He wad 
made a cardinal June 7. 1886.
